Its decision responds 
to tim judgment of the fair-minded 
sentiment of the country. 
The Su­ 
preme Court says that, even though 
a railroad earns a surplus on a par 
tictliar commodity by charging rea­ 
sonable rates, that affords no reason 
for compelling it to haul another s 
person or property for less than cost. 
The surplus from a reasonable rate 
properly belongs to the railway com­ 
pany. 
If the surplus Is earned from 
an unreasonable rate then that rate 
should be reduced. 
The State may 
not even up by requiring the railroad 
to carry other traffic fer nothing or 
for less than cost. 
The decision Is a wholesome one 
and demonstrates that the ordinary 
rules of fair dealing apply Lo railway 
companies. 
The fact that one makes 
a surplus on his wheat crop would 
never be urged as a reason for com- 
palling him to sell his cotton at less 
than cost.
